A delegation of Adams county apple 
growers are expected to join the trip 
arranged by the State H orticultural 
Association into New York state to 
study the organization and operation 
of the central packing houses, which 
have been successful in that district. 
A number of the best orchards and 
the Geneva Experimental Station will 
be visited. 
The trip may be made 
by automobiles or rail. 
The first point, is Hall, New York, 
a few miles north of Penn Yan.

burg on the evening of September 13, 
at 11:10 reaches Hall at 6:59 the next 
morning, when the tour starts.

The New York experimental station 
at Geneva will be visited the first day, 
September 14.

It is believed that the French Pre­ 
mier’s response'pointed out that Italy 
was being consulted on the arrange­ 
ments for the armistice, hut that this 
would take several days, as Foreign 
Minister Schanzer was only returning 
to Rome yesterday. 
Further difficulties in the way. of an 
immediate armistice appeared yester­ 
day upon receipt of official advices at 
the Quai d’Orsay that the Angora 
Government w'ould demand reparation 
for the damage caused by the Greuk 
army in Anatolia and punishment for 
alleged atrocities committed by the 
retreating Greeks.

Winfield Dubbs, formerly of the Phila­ 
delphia police force. 
After some dis­ 
cussion of the matter, the applications 
were tabled until the next meeting, on 
motion of Mr. Funkhouser, seconded 
by Mr. Koch. 
The matter of holding auction sales 
on the pavements of the borough came 
in for a share of consideration. 
The 
main complaint was made against the 
practice on Saturday evenings, and 
the Burgess was instructed to notify 
those, who have been conducting the 
sales, that the sidewalks must be kept 
open for traffic or the sales must be 
stopped. 
Dr. Huber presented a recommen­ 
dation that instead of automobiles be­ 
ing backed to the curb at an agle of 45 
degrees, as at present provided in the 
parking regulations, that they be driv­ 
en to the curb foremost at any angle 
of somewhat less than 45 degrees. He 
stated that this would provide more 
parking space and would not interfere 
to such an extent with traffic on the 
street.

Resolved by the Burgess and the 
Borough Council of the Borough of 
•Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, that we re-- 
jspectfully call the attention of the 
Gettysburg National Park Commission 
and the Secretary of War to the de­ 
plorable and most unsatisfactory con­ 
dition of the public highways under 
their jurisdiction and leading from the 
Battlefield to the Borough limits, jur­ 
isdiction of which has been assumed 
by the United States Government un­ 
der various acts of cessions of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
All these roads are in very bad con­ 
dition for public travel and are con­ 
stantly used by our local people as 
well as tourists from all parts of the 
Union visiting the Historic Battlefield 
of Gettysburg, and in the public inter­ 
est as well as for the accommodation 
of our local people should be exten­ 
sively repaired and improved at once. 
Especial attention is called to the 
Harrisburg road, the Newville road 
and the Emmitsburg road as we are 
reliably informed that the State High­ 
way Department of Pennsylvania is 
quite willing to have these roads re­ 
turned by being properly receded to it 
and to build modern concrete roads 
over the stretches now under your con­ 
trol and to maintain them in a modern 
and up to date manner. 
Resolved that certified copies hereof 
be forwarded to the Secretary of War 
and the Gettysburg 
National 
Park 
Commission.
